A most life-like portrait. 19x24 inches, in gilt f^rame. - 
"He came to England in 1618 and did not leave until 1648. In the 
course of this long residence he painted a great number of portraits. 
He resided for many years near Canterbury and painted members of 
most of the old Kent families. Jansen's portraits may be known by 
their being more elaborately finished than those by Van Dyck, as he 
had formed his own manner before he came to England. He bestowed 
much care in painting the eyes, and the lace and the jewels worn were 
also most carefully painted."— James's "Painters and their Works."

Richard Evans. 

An oil portrait of John Philip Kemble in the character of Coriolanus, 
which is wot thy of a place of honor in any dramatic collection. The 
work is from the brush of a pupil of Sir Thomas Lawrence, and an 
excellent colorist and technician, and represents the tragedian seated, 
with a scroll unrolled upon his lap, looking up, as if in inquiry at some 
unseen intruder on his privacy. The scene is the interior of a palace 
colonnade, with draperies suspended from the columns, against whose 
rich color the figure is relieved.

Mignard painted portraits of all the celebrities of the time, among 
them Louis XIV., Mme. de Maintenon, Mme. de Sevigne, Cardinal 
Mazarin, Countess de Grammont, Peter the Great, Duchess de la 
Valliere, etc., etc. A beautiful example of the famous artist, 39x29
